WASHINGTON - 
Organized 


labor is disturbed over th« Senate 
McClellan committee revelations 
about the Teamsters Union, and 
their possible effects. So is the 
Democratic party, which has en- 
joyed labor's political support. 


Fear of legislative reprisals 


against all of labor was express- 
ed during the personal appear- 
ance o( the Teamster king-pin, 
Dave Beck. Nor was his case 
helped any by his refusal to turn 
over his books or to answer ques- 
tions about his financial transac- 
tions 
extending 
over 
several 


years. 


Senator John L. McClellan stat- 


ed (or the record that Beck "may 
have misappropriated over ~f320,- 
000 of union funds." 
They are 


neither loans nor gifts, the chair- 
man added. 


SPEAKING up finally in cold 


indignation at the Teamster chief- 
tain's financial operations and 
his attitude before the committee 
was a Democrat. 
Senator Pat 


MeNamara of Michigan, who has 
3 background of union affiliation 
as former president of a Detroit 
Pipefitters Union local and as 
vice-president of the Detroit Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


Looking squarely at Dave Beck, 


who sat in the witness -chair 
across the committee table, and 
carefully weighing his words, the 
Michigan Senator told him "not 
only arc you reflecting on your- 
self and members of your union, 
the largest in the country, but 
on all union members." 


He said the Teamsters Union 


official was "placing in jeopardy" 


the 15,000,000 members of labor 
unions in this country. 


"Aren't you inviting legislation 


that will be at least distasteful 
to 
the 15.000,000 
union mem- 


bers?" he asked. 


BECK'S HEATED denial did 


not dispel the belief of friends of 
labor lhat the revelations about 
his stewardship as head of the 
nation's largest union will lead 
to another drive,, both national 
and. slate, for ; legislation that 
would restrict labor further. 


Such legislation 
might both 


hamper extension qt union mem- 
bership and curb labor's partici- 
pation in politics, from which 
Democrats now reap the chief 
benefit. 


• 
For instance, while Beck was 


testifying before the Senate tam- 
.mitlee, the "National Right to 
Work'Committee" was sending 
out from its national headquar- 
ters here a news letter exulting 
in its recent victory in enactment 
of a state right-to-work law in 
Indiana. It exhorted activity in 
other Legislatures in behalf of 
such laws, which labor is vigor- 
ously opposing because they are 
aimed at the union and closed 
shops. 


-This campaign, of which" Con- 


gress is much aware, had an 
echo in trie Senate committee 
during the Beck examination. A 
Republican Senator who is friend- 
ly 16 labor.-Irving Ives of; New 
York, reminded llje Teamsters 
official that what is coming put 
in the current investigation may 
very well'help the campaign for 
the open shop.. 


The irritation of Senator Mc- 


Namara and other members of 
the committee slowly rose with 
Beck's parrot-like reiteration that 
lie was acting in every particular 
on the advice of "Senator Duff." 


THIS WAS a reference to for- 


. nier Senator James H. Duff, his 
chief counsel, who was defeated 
for re-election last November.-. 
Duff was not present at the Sen- 
ate hearing, but two of his asso- 
ciates sal with the Teamsters 
Union head. 


Finally, after the witness had 


again mentioned Duff as his coun- 
sel during a colloquy with Sena- 
tor McNamara, the laller explod- 
ed:

Democrats are worried thai ex-

with the Democratic. Their fears 
may, of course, be exaggerated.

In the end, two decades or so 


from now, their mental powers 
may be inuch more valuable lo 
the society they live in than an 
ability lo draw a prelty picture 
or Ihrow* a ball. 

The lack of these manual skills 
is not important in itself. What is 
important is that mentally super- 
ior children, lacking the physi- 
cal skills, are being discouraged 
from their besl menial work by 
the knowledge that Iheir awk- 
wardness at games or art is go- 
ing to lower their averages in 
which they have pride.
